ey said the blaze w as “ tough” 


to com bat. He added th at “ we 


had to fight the fire and rescue 
people a t the sam e tim e .” 


M cC arey added th at there had 
been a “ serious d e la y ” in dis­ 
covering the blaze. He said it 
a p p eared the fire burned for a 
half an hour before it w as d is­ 
covered.

The body of a w om an identi­ 
fied tentatively by the building 


superintendent as V. M. C ouser, 


about 70, w as the first discov­ 


ered in the w'reckage. She w as 
pronounced dead at the scene. 


F ire m e n then u ncovered oth er 
bodies, som e of th em so badly 
burned that it w as not possible 
im m ediately to d e te rm in e th eir 
sex. 


C harles Elliott, the building 
superintendent, said he aw oke 
to get a drink of w a te r an d “ all 
I could see w as sm oke. I sound­ 
ed the building a la rm and then 
got my fam ily out.”

The agreement calls for the

Neshaminy with the municipali­ 
ties to build their own internal 
s y s t e m s . The municipalities 
would pay the country for con­ 
veyance and treatment of sew­ 
age, and must guarantee tho 


county a certain number of cus­ 
tomers. 
Putchat said the county plans 
25.000 connections by the year

The Income That Is Income Taxable

“Just what income do I report on my income tax 
return?” 


The answer is far more complicated than appears 
on the surface and whole books have been written on 
the subject. 


In a broad sense every dollar of income you receive 
is taxable unless it is expressly exempt by law. 
Your salary or wages is na 
turally the starting point in de­ 
termining your income for the 
year. But how about life insur­ 
ance dividends, stock dividends, 
savings account interest, jury 
duty fees, gains realized on the 
sale of stock or any of your 
property, tips, gifts, pensions, 
prizes, awards, bonuses? 
Some items of income are 
specifically 
exempt from 
tax 
either wholly or in part. Fully 


tax exempt are such things as 
Social Security payments, un­ 
employment benefits paid to you 
by a state (but supplemental 
unemployment 
benefits

from a company-financed fund 
and strike benefits paid by a 
union are taxable), gifts, be­ 
quests and inheritances, life in­ 
surance paid upon the death of

A motion was adopted by the 
board directing the school ad­ 
ministration to bring in more 
specific recommendations on up­ 
dating the Makefield School fa­ 
cilities, and, at the same time, 
to prepare more specific infor­ 
mation as to the cost of a new 
10-room 
or more elementary 
school. 


Reports Facts 


This action came after Wil­ 
liam 
W. 
Ingraham, 
regional 
superintendent 
for 
Pennsbury 
Schools, cited the present capa­ 
city of classroom facilities, and 
listed projected school enroll­ 
ment up to 1972. 
He reported that by 1972, a 
us*e. 
At the Makefield School, there 
are 686 pupils and 23 class­ 
rooms. Twenty are in use and 
the three others are set aside 
for such things as art, music 
and speech classes, as well as 
for psychologists and guidance 
personnel use. 
“ For all practical purposes.” 
the school official said, “ all 23 
rooms are in use at Makefield 
School.” Quarry Hill and Make­ 
field are the only elementary 
schools in Lower Makefield. 


Averages Noted 


Ingraham noted that the aver­ 
age class size at Quarry Hill 
is 30 pupils, which is considered 
high for Pennsbury. The aver­ 
age at Makefield is 29. 
Ingraham 
concluded 
that 
Quarry Hill is now being used 
to its fullest extent and cannot 
handle any new enrollment. 
At Makefield, he concluded 
that there are no adequate fa­ 
cilities to handle enrollment ex­ 
pansion if the board wishes to 
carry on the same type of ele- 
minimum of 20 additional class 
rooms will be needed. 
Ingraham als*o said that with­ 
in the next nine or IO years, 
the pupil enrollment is expected 
to increase by 742. “This is a 
very conservative figure,” one 
school official noted. 


Cites Conditions 


In citing present conditions, 
Ingraham said there arc now 
921 pupils in Quarry Hill School 
where 30 classrooms are in full 
mentary program as throughout 
the system.

Lower Makefield is one of 
four component boards com­

Pennsbury

School Board. Falls, Yardley, 
and Tullytown 
are the other 
three. 
James H. Fitzcharles, secre­ 
tary to Makefield’s board, said 


that the school hoard already 
owns a 25-acre tract of land, 
which is earmarked for school 
expansion, located at Edgewood 
Road and Oxford Valley Road. 
This was purchased last year, 
he said. 
“This is a proposed site for a 
new school,’’ 
he added, 
“al­ 
though it’s very indefinite now 
when the go . ahead will be 
given.”

Petition Cited 


In the petition, Rev, Belz said 
that the building permit w a s 
approved by the Lower Make­ 
field Zoning Board of Adjust­ 
ment last Dec. 2, with the pro­ 
vision that several 
things 
be 
done. 
These provisions included that 
the church would put down a 
sidewalk, build a street, not let 
the church steeple be over 65 
feet and construct a bridge over 
a stream. 
Rev. Belz said in his petition 
the church had agreed to all 
provisions 
exeept 
one. 
T h e 
church objected to the 80-foot 
right of way 
demands 
on 
a 
street at Big Oak and Edgewood 
Roads. 
Rev. Belz charged that to de­ 
dicate its private property for 
public use would be in viola­ 
tion of its Constitutional rights 
Rev. Belz charged

mand by the zoning board was

and he asked for the court to
